On April 2, 2013, the Wireline Competition Bureau (Bureau) released a public notice regarding a 
proposal to clarify the schools and libraries universal service support program (informally known as the 
E-rate program) requirements for bundling devices, equipment and services that are ineligible for E-rate 
support with E-rate eligible services and products.1

The Bureau set the comment and reply comment deadlines for the Bundled Components Public 
Notice as 30 and 45 days, respectively, after publication of the summary of the notice in the Federal 
Register.2 On April 23, 2013, a summary of the Bundled Components Public Notice appeared in the 
Federal Register.3 Accordingly, comments will be due on May 23, 2013, and reply comments will be 
due on June 7, 2013.
